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FiCTORY OF THE ALLIES OVER BONAPARTE.— 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


. A 

Wa had intended to make a few more observations this 
week ov a question *, which appears to have given rise te 
sone deviation of argument in the couster-remarks of a 
brother Editor; but we must leave it at present for the 
nore brilliant subject that has burst upon us, and to which 
we cannot but turn our celighted attention in common 
with the eyes and hearts of every one else. 

The late events indeed hove come upon us with sach uo- 
expected noise and Sploudeur, the circumstances are so 
complete of their kind, their nature so striking, and their 
result of a magoitade so important, that the whole has the 
air of a suddett piece of romance startling out of a history ; 
and the mind al first isbeset with a gorgeous confusion of 
trampling conflicts, of deserting legions, of routed armies, 
of a conqueror abandoned of his fortunes aad flying in ob- 
scurity, and of kings and princes meeting at the head of 
their victorious troops amidst the shouls of gazers and the 
blowing of trumpets. . 

flabituated by education and custom to adinire these 
imposing matters, it yields to their impression the more 
willingly in the present iustance, because they are not 
merely imposing, asin the case of victories gained by mere 
unbition and by mere lust of victory, but because they 
have alg» some reasonable origin, some honest and rational 
object, and some prontise, for a time at léast, of giving re- 
pose and security to the world. Our bells therefure seem 
to have some tune in their ringing; our guos come thun- 
dering in our ears, not with a vulgar pride or with the in- 
@lence of ordinary success, but with a nvble and cordial 
Yvices and the nightly merriment of the streets, wilh it's 
illomivations, it’s trophies, and it’s moving face of ebjoy- 
ment, will appear to the calmer observer, not as the 
thoughiless triumph of one set of human beings over ano- 
ther, but asa feeling of congratulation for all, and as some- 
thing that has a right to be joyous. 

The next thing to indulging in joy on such an occasion, 
is to begin speculating on the prospects it lays open; and 
bere the political imagination wautons at large. Not only 


at anyrate; it is quite delightful to hear the good old 
words above-meutioued ;—but without wishicg to damp an 
enthusiasm, of which we oursclves, in our Visions of 
human improvement, have dreamt under much less pro- 
inising circumstances than at prescut, it is at least pre- 
mature to enter into any serious discussion on such matters, 
Lill the fortunes of the present struggle are really fisished, 
—as they certainly are not at present, whatever their prow 
mise may be. The Rhise is still the barrier of the French 
empire s—if that should be forced, there are Hvllaad aad 
Italy to settle; and whea all this is dose, Donariurs, 
with the old limits of the Bournons, is yet to bo readered 
quiet and neighbourly ; for it is hardly to be expected that 
the Emperor Francis or even the Crowa Prince of Swroen 
would help, ifthey could, lo blot him out of the list uf Sove- 
reigas; and unless he has a something of real greatness 
about hiw that has not yet been discovered, it is not hkely 
that his temper will be much bettered by adversity. What 
opportunities has not that man eajoyed of shewing himself 
truly illustrious! Ue might once have secured the liber- 
ties of his country, aud been idolized by all Europe :— 
having lost that first and best opportunity, he might still 
have shewn himself above the lust of eonquest, abd 
restored peace’ to the world :—haviag lost Uhat also, he 
wight yet have taken a lesson from his Spanish sud 
Northera reverses, ond delivered sa hovest and useful testi- 
mony iu favour of national resistance :—and now, even 
now, if he would summon op a true magnanimity, he 
might shew himself the ruling mind still, by declaring his 
errors from the throne, aud confessing that Providence has 
pointed out his path to a better and more peaceful ambi- 
tion.

It has often been debated among critics, who are fond 

of puzzling themselves about matters of no consequence 
what is the greatest effort of human’geniue, Some hal 
ascribed the highest place ty the Epic Muse: others think 
a perfect tragedy the rarest and best of mental composi. 
tions; while.a fa¢etious and learned Divine has pronounced 
an Epigram to be the masterpiece of man. We should not 
be very anxious to decide the dispate, and to stop so fruit. 
ful a souree of observation by our arbitration, even if we 
thought oor fiat would meet with proper attention: for (o 
fix a point ef criticism would be almost as bad as to settle 
a point of law: in .each case it might sove he said, the 
crilie’s and the lawyer's occupatien’s gone, But without 
entering jute the controversy above-named, we wish to re- 
mark that the difficulty of-comi¢ writing has oot been 
sufficiently noticed, thoagh in our opinions it requires a 
tombination of some of the finest qualities of the hu. 
man mind. Wit, that gift of Nature which she has 
dispensed more sparingly than any of her favours, 
is-only ‘oue of the esseutial requisites of a comic writer, 
We have called-wit.a natural gift, because although its 
power of combination implies considerable knowledge and 
exquisite * judgment, the effects of art and industry, yet 
the apprehensive facully which distinguishes this quality 
from good sense and erudition is, we think, @ part of our 
| native composition. The comic dramatist must likewise 
: possess a power almost of intuition into the nicest distine- 
tions of characteristic traits: he must net only catch 
the broader and more prominent features, but be able to 
detect a motive through all the artificial coverings which 
‘the subtle skill of self-love can-cast over it, He should 
be acquainted not only with the absurdities of habitual 
mannergy but also with all the ludierous incensistencies 
arising from the conflicts of the will and understanding : 
he should he able to analyze that amusing compound, 4 
human action, and to- describe how far the passion was 
imperative, to what degree the wind was reluctant, how 
much gas was supplicd by vanity, how much ballast by the 
force of bonesty. Added to this, he should have fancy 
to invent aud skill to describe a pleasing and probable 
series of incidents, with a comprehensive . laste which 
can not only dove-tail the parts with consummate accu- 
racy, but also arrange and contrast them with the beauly 
of Mosaic. All this it must be conlessed is very difficult, 
aad accordingly we find very few who at all deserve the 
character of complete comic poets, Concaeve bad evergy 
of intellect, and splendour of | wit, but then he koew 
ttle or nothing of the human heart.
